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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art fails 
to adequately anticipate or obviate a method of providing a heterostructures including a 
Si substrate, a relaxed Sii. x Ge x on the substrate, and a strained Sii. x Ge x layer on the 
relaxed Sii. x Ge x , with a surface between the strained surface layer and the substrate 
planarized to a roughness of less than 1 nm and forming a p- and n- MOSFET in the 
heterostructures with channels in the strained surface layer. 

Claims 26 and 27 are allowed for reasons previously made of record.
